DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-15, in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. 



2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A (1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have been considered only to the extent of application remarks. 



3. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
"trialkylmonoalkoysilane" should be - trialkylmonoalkoxysilane-. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification.

Specification 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The use of sylii group containing material as the pore 
forming material is critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in 
the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 
USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). In the specification's page 11, lines 10-13 discloses that the 
silyl functional group at the end of the thermally decomposable small molecules is 
necessarily used as a pore-forming material so that the pore forming material can be 
connected by a covalent bonding with the component of the matrix resin could not be 
ignored in the claim. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the hydrosilylation" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 10 recites the limitation "the addition of water and catalyst" in lines 3 and 8. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by applicant's 
admitted prior art. 

Applicant's admitted prior art in specification's pages 4-6 discloses the steps of 
formation of interlayer insulating film wherein the mixed complex is prepared and coated 
on a substrate then annealed to form the pored interlayer insulating film. 

11. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by loka et 
al. EP 0997497 A1 (provided by the applicants). 

The loka et al. reference discloses the mixed complex is prepared and coated on 
a substrate then annealed to form the pored interlayer insulating film (page 10, 
lines 10-20) with three formulas (A) a specific alkoxysilane, (B) an organic 
polymer and (C) comprising at least one organic solvent selected from the group 
consisting of amide linkage-containing organic solvents and ester linkage- 
containing organic solvents, a solvent for alkoxysilane and organic polymer, 
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(Abstract and Field of the Invention). The composition (the mixed complex) is 
used in producing an insulating layer (page 4, formulas (1) - (5) for organosilane 
and lines 21-30 for organic bridged silane). Various embodiments are presented 
in 18 items, pages 4-6.
